some new facts about the cliff dwe!ll- 
ers in Southwestern Colorado. — 

The first discoveries were made forty 
years ago by two cattlemen named 
Wetherell, who had for morths trae 
eled the valley, only to meet one dey 
the surprise of seeing a grea’ 
on one of the cliffs of the Mesa Verde. . 
The sun happened to be shining just 
right and this enabled them to discern | 
what had previously escaped their ob- | 
servation. 
they found great 
structure of 350 rooms, and tered 
about it othér houses and ruins of 
great extent. Mummies, bits of pot- 
tery, feather cloth, bails of salt hung 
in bags of corn husks and rude uten- 
eile of various kinds were scattered 
about. In mounds they dug up war 
clubs, arrowheads, needles, flint or- 
nanients and burnt corn. 

After the Wetherells came other ex- 
plorers, and many of the museums of 
the world have been enriched by the 
finds there made. Not long ago an in- 
vestigating party discovered west of 
La Plata River a group of cliff houses

Their Deposits Mark the Preaperity of 
the Average Wage Worker of the 
Count: 

The savings banks are alwaye good 
baromeetr of the condition of general 
trade throughout the country, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. For this 
reason Ahé annual report which has 
just been issued by the State superin- 
tendent of banks in New York will 
have a national interest. The report 
says that more savings banks were 
organized in 1906 in that State than in 
the ten preceding years combine4d. The 
refougces of the tavings banka there 
now exceed those of the trust com- 
panies by $100.000,000. was a 
gain in deposits in the savings of the 
State of $68,000,000 in 1906. which brings 
the regate deposits up to $1.416,000,- 
000. ie is a little mere than double 
the total of the next largest State, Mas- 
sachusettes.

amount savings bank deposits 
in 1907 is a little over $3.400,000.000. The 
total has almost doubled since 1804, 
has tripled since 1888. and has quad- 
rupied since 1890.

CHINA SAVES MILLIONS. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.-—The State 
Department confirms the statement of 


resolution of the United States gov- 
ernment regarding the reduction of the | 
Chinese indemnity. The fact. that the 
indemnity is being collected under a 
treaty makes it impossible for the 
Executive to act alone in this matter, 
But the President in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress will suggest that the 
payment of more than the amount 
actually expended be remitted. 

China was to pay to the United 
States a sum slightly lees than $25,000,- 
atfmual installments of thirty- 
nine years, with interest. So far there 
has been collected $6,000,000, and out of 
this has been paid all of the claims 
of American missionaries for property 
destroyed and lives lost in the upris- 
ing. amounting to about $2,000,000, 
careful estimate has just been 

ed of the expense to which the 
nited States government was put by 
the military operations in China, the 
naval expense and the losses suffered 
at American consulates. These aggre- 
gate $8,000,000, so that al! the indemnity 
that should really be charged against 
China is $91,000.000. and at the rate 
payments have been made recen 
is expected the total will be met In four 
or five years more.
